The list of States which have lost their 
individuality and forfeited their claim 
to a distinguishing colour along the 
boundary line, owing to absorption into 
their more powerful neighbouring king- 
doms, is along one. Poland has been 
divided by three, and only a fraction of 
it retains its old designation as the 
jurisdiction of a Russian Govornor. 
The shares of the spoil which fell to 
Prussia and Austria leave no recognis- 
able trace on the general map. Parma, 
Modena, and Tuscany have gone the 
way that most Grand Duchies have 





evitably travel in the not distant future. 
Romagna and the Papal States, Sicily 
and Naples, uo longer give to Italy the 
patchwork semblance of Joseph's vont. 
Piedmont bas withdrawn her colours 
from Savoy, but bas on the other hand 
spread them southwards to the very too 
of tho Italian boot. And what Gari- 
baldi’s brash effected for Italy, the 
Anustro-Prussian War of 1866 began 
to effect for parti-nolouvod Gormany. 
‘The centre of Europe must in the 
old days have given tho geographi« 
cal draughtsman aud colourist a long 
day’s work. The result was pleasaut 
to the eye which delights in variety 
of bue, ‘The Prussian blue van in a 
broad strip aloug the Baltic shore, 
auother pear-shaped patch marked Pras- 
sia’s Ruenish provinces; again, far to 
the south, the colour rexppeared near 
the Swiss bordors to indicate the ter- 
ritory which was the cradle of the 
Hobenzollern race and the private heri- 
tago of tho Prussian Kings. Yet fur- 
ther south the town of Neuchatel owed 
allegiance to the samo sovereign, and 
had to be tinted to match by the 
couscieutions map-maker. Aud in the 
heart of Gormany itself, what a pro- 

gality of colouring! Hanover avd 
Mecklenburg, Saxony aud Coburg, 
Hesse-Cassel and Hesso-Darmstadt, 
Renss, Waldeck-Pyrmont, Oldeubarg 
and the Lippes, the Hanseatic towns 
and freo Frankfort, and many another 
little independent State, Grand Dachy, 
or Principality, from sizeuble Nassau lo 
microscopic Lichtonsteiu, each with e 
claim tobe distinguished. What « chess. 
board it ouce was! But 1870 completed 
what 1866 bad begun. Many of those 
political divisions still remain in name. 
Hanover still has a king, aud Saxony 
likewise; there are graud dukes and 
princes with mauy-jointed titles in as 
pleasing abundance as ever; but bo of 
Sonderhausen set one colour on his 
palette, seized his stiffest brush, and 
spread the Prassian blae with a steady 
hand in an oven wash over them all. 
Baden, Bavaria, and Wartemburg may 
boast a ditfereuce of colouring, the one 
a shade lighter, the other a shade 
darker; bat they are blue every one, 
and as years go on the differences 
aud shades will wear aud fade until 
the tint is uniform. Bismarck’s blue 
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8a wasty colour; the pigment is so 
largely mixed with water that it has a 
tendency to spread. It has overpassed 
the Rhine, aud flowed to Belfort and 
Motz. Alsace and Lorraine would fain 
have retained a suspicion of the French 
tricolour beneath the Bismark wash ;

Leaving Enropo for Asia, the most 
notable phenomenon is the extousion 
of Russian sway to the borders of Per- 
sia, Afghanistan, and China. Turkestan, 
as an independent territory, has dis- 
appeared; Afghanistan has been shorn, 
the Chinese New Dominion has lost Ili, 
and Manchuria has beon curtailed by a 
lavgo slico of Kirin, Leaving out of 
Cousideration quasi-iudependent Corea, 
three-fourths of the whole continent 
can be washed in with two coloars, 
those of Russia and China, Turkey in 
Asia bas an uncertain fature, but it 
seems probable that when the knell of 
“the Unspoakable” has sounded in 
arope, Asin Minor will be found a 
convenient corner into which to pitch- 
fork the sick man, “ bag and baggage.” 
Persia and Afghanistan servo for the 
present the useful purpose of buffers ;

in Tunis, Tripoli must fall toItaly, andthe 
red coat, in spite of Mr. Gladstone's pro- 
mises and Lord Hartingtou’s assurances, 
is never likely to leave Egypt to anarchy 
again. Iu the South the British red 
has extended northwards, both inland 
and up the Eastern and Western coasts ; 
Guinea is almost entirely in British 
hands, and we have only to reckon 
seriously with two factors, the Congo 
State and the German Colonial experi- 
ment on the East coast. The Congo 
State, being founded on an avowedly 
international basis, need causo no un- 
easiuess so long as it retains its inter- 
national character. The real problem 
requiring solution is the siguificauce of 
the sadden outbreak of colonisation on 
the part of Germany. What is the sola- 
tion of this extraordivary activity lately 
shown by Prince Bismarck? What 
object can hehaveiu view iu hoisting his 
country’s flag wherever possible at our 
very doors? Tho Cameroons, Angra 
Pequena, Zavzibar, New Guinea; in 
each of these places German Colonies 
have been planted, aud Bismarck does 
nothing without a purpose. Yet no one 
knows better than the illustrious Chan- 
cellor that Germaus are unfitted to 
start colonies for themselves. They are 
excellent colonists under another flag, 
but they have not the genius for in- 
dependent colonisation. Besides, to a 
Power like Germany, strong on land 
but weak at sea, every such distant 
offshoot adds to her valnerability. The 
conclusion is obvious. Bismarck is con- 
templating au extension of the Prussian 
blue; he is about to dip his brush in 
the watery paint, aud wash the colour 
over Holland, Belgium, Denmark, Rus- 





colonising Power in the world, aud she 
will thon, if wise, retire from a business 
which does not suit her geuius. Till 
then, her presence in Tonquin will hurt 
no one, and will not in the least affect 
the main fact that, in the not remote 
fature, contivental Asia will be painted 
in three colours only—British, Russian, 
aud Chinese.
